WASHINGTON LETTER

Bome persons doubtless have notfeed
that there are no chimneys on the capl-
ol bullding; also that none break the
skyline of the new senate and house
sffice bulldings.

Up to about three years ngo the roof
ar roofs of the huge capltol building

were falrly studded with chimneys |

decked with all sorts of hoods and
sther contrivances intended to promote
a stendy draft, There were ninety
shimneys topping the capltol.
Chimneys Disappear.

There was a reason, however, for
the existence of all those chltuneys and
their ugly top pleces. Most of the
spnators and representatives loved to
see cheerful fires In the fireplaces of
‘helr committee rooms, and as the big
Jome dominating the capltol bullding
srented numerous eddies, back drafis
and furries of alr, often blowing direct-
Iy down the chimneys, the strange de-
rleos wore erected to connteracet the an-
ies of the wipds, But all that, under the
Alrection *mun Woods, the superin.
tendent of the capliol bullding and
grounils, hns been changed, and when
the new office Luildings were designed
It was determined to have no chim-
neys In them at oll; also most If not
all of the chimneys on the capltol have
Jigappeared, and an improved system
of ventilnting, considered the best In
sxlstence, was devised and installed.

Capitol Ventilation.

The ventlinting system is seemingly
slmple when It 18 explained, but the
working out of It required much
thought and study.

Briefly, alr {s taken In ot the stone
towers one gees on the capltol grounds
to the west of the bullding, drawn
through tunnels by great fans loto
chambers lLeated with  batteries of
steam pdpes und then forced by fauns
fnto the house and sennte chnmbers,
corridors and committee rooms. By
taking the air through the stone tow-
ers out on the capltol grounds, away
from all contaminating Influcnces, a
pure and fresh supply Is nssured. The
maln condults are nlmost s wide and
much higher than any rallroad tunnel,
a=suring a plentiful supply, and when
the great sixteen foot double fans are
belng driven at a veloclty of 110 revo-
lutions a minute by the powerful dyon-
mos the current in ' the glittering white
tunnels s powerful enough to sweep
n strong mun off his feet.

How Fresh Air Is Warmed.

The frosh ale Is fivst delivered through
fron gratings Into a chamber where a
sgeries of sleam coils 200 yards from
the Intake towers heats It to any tem-
perature desired—perhnps 00 or 70 de-
grees I, It is then forced ngninst sec-
ondary colls and distributed to the va-
rivus rooms that are to be warmed,
The warmed alr ascends through two
sets of gratings In the roof of the lofty
duct (It 18 probably twenty feet In
places to the roof of this passagewny
or tuunel), one set of gratings leading
the alr to the Republlican side of the
chamber and the other set conducting
it to the Democratle side, The alr
pasges Into n serles of pipes which
conduct It to the desks of the mem-
bers and to every desk In the galleries,
fis escap belng provided for through
the bronze gratings In the supports of
the desks, Bach desk Is provided with
valves, or dampers, so thot every mem-
ber can regulate the warmth distrib-
uted to him.

For a New Patent Office.

Constructlon of n new and “'sultable”
bullding for the use of the patent of-
fice 1s recommended In the nnnunl re-
port of Edward B. Moore, commisslon-
er of patents.

He says It could be bullt out of the
surplug of recelpts over expenditures
in the office since Its establishument.
Ile thinks an ndeqguate bullding 1s due
to the Inventors, out of whose pockets
practically all this surplus has been
pald.

The report shows,

nmong other

" things, that there were received In the |

lnst fiscal year 08,527 applicatlons for
mechanieal pntents, 1,001 applications
for deslgns, 207 applications for re-
issues, 2,030 cavents. There were 84,
D02 patents granted, lnecluding relssues
and deslgns, The number of patents
that expired was 24,270,

There were filed 7407 upplleations
for the reglstratlon of trademarks, #10
applications for labels and 830 appllen-
tlons for the registration of prints.
Of these there were registered 6,135
trademarks, 636G labels and 279 prints,

Receipts and Expenditures.

The total recelpts of the patent of-
fice were $1,874,180.95, The tolal ex-
penditures were $1,008,202.01, The
net surplus of receipts over expendl-
tures — the amount turned Into the
trensury—was $205, 888 74,

The trademarks reglstered are less
this year by 2663 than the previous
year. There have been more patents
granted this year by 1,604,

In 1005 10,408 trademarks were regis-
tered under the new Inw, in 1007 8,708
and In 1008 6,135, which latter number
will probably be about the normal
number herenfter Issued,

Surplus Would Pay For Building,

“Thie net surplus of ull yenrs of re- |

celpts over expenditures which have
been covered into the treasury up to
June 30, 108" says Commissioner
Moore, “shows a grand total of §0,072,-
070.38. Nearly this whole sum has
been pald by the Inventors of the coun-
try. Inasmuch as they have poid the
total expenses for the malntennnce of
the patent office It Is but falr to say
they are entitled to have a sultable
bullding provided in which their busi-
ness can be trangacted In o prompt
and efliclent manner,

“The cost of this bullding and
ground could be entirely pald for out
of this surplus. [ most enrnestly urge
that congress bo nsked to make provi-
glon for an adequate bullding for the
nse of the United States patent office”

career. In 1880 he
wis appolnted
French ambassador
to China, where he
obtained for his eountry several modl-
ficatlons of the treaty of Tlentsln., Re-
furning to IFrance in the following
yenr, he secured the post of governor
general of French Indo-Chinn, but a
difference of oplnlon with the colonial
| offies speedily brought about his resig-
natlon,  General Boulanger was the
next object of his nttack, and after n
prolonged struggle the general wis
foreed to fly the country a defeated
mun, Three yvenrs later, after a vio
lent seene (o the chamber, M, Constans
resigned and Hved In retirement till
called upon to represent France at Con-
stantinople In 18069, M. Constans be-
| lleves thnt there are but four notes In
the homan keyboard—namely, vanity,
timidity, sentiment and Interest. To
hig skill in finding which note to play
M. Constans Inrgely owes lis success.
When he made war agalnst Boulanger
he mnde it 50 earnestly that that im-
petuous politiclan grew afrald of his
fmplacable antagonlst, *“I wmust kil
Constang or Constans will kill me,"
snld the general one day, Some one
carried the remark to Constans. He
smiled. “That 18 the first sensible re-
mark Bonlanger has ever made,"” hegald.

In 1005 she accom-
panied the Taft party to the Philip-
pincs and made a special report to
Presldent Roosevelt on the condlilon
of women and chlldren there.

Mrs, Foster then made n telp around
the world, In the course of which she
fstudied the conditlon of women and
children In China and Indin, As a
speaker she I8 possessed of mueh ar
gumentative power and of a very
rendy wit, Once she was argulng In
behalf of the Industrlal interests of
women before a congresslonal com-
| mittee,

The Floot In the Far Eaét.

When the Pacific fleet reached the
waters of the far east, thinking men at
home considered that it had entered
upon the second well deflned stage of
the mysterious érulse, Even with a
peaceful and on the whole an unevent-
ful ending thls stage was confidently
expected to prove the most important
of all and to reveal the administra-
tion's purpose for the extraordinary
demonstration. Of the firat stage noth-
fng was to be expected beyond the
criticleam and perhaps the Indirect pro-
test of the natlons, There were no pos-
sible enemies and no chance of entan-
glement between Hampton Roada and
Ban Franclsco nor between our Pacific
home ports and the ports of the Philip-
pines. Where, then, earller than the
departure of the fleet from the Phillp-
pines could apply the covert warning
of the president to Admiral Evans at
the time of the salling last December
when he sald, “Your crulse Is a pence-
ful one, but you reallze your responsi-
bilities ehould it turn out otherwlse?"
Hunters are not sent into the forest
with full' ammunition pouches and
empty game bags for nothing, even
though prohibitive game laws are in
force,

The second stage of the crulse could
not well stop short of a revelation of
the attitude of the United Btates to-
ward Chins. The Chinese looked for
that apparently when they extended an
invitation to visit Chinese waters, The
attitude was revealed In part when it
was felt iIn Washington that the Invi-
tation could not be ignored without in-
curring 111 will in Pekin. This Ineldent
alone showed the sensitiveness of the
situation. Japan's invitation followed
the acceptance of that from China and,
of course, could not be ignored without
at once emphaslzing the superior im-
portance of our Intereats Involved with
China, The visit to Japan was merely
friendly, but to the Chinese the friend-
liness of the United Btates har deep

‘slgnificance. The traditions of the past

elght years give the Chbinese ground to
hope for actlve support from Washing-
ton In their efforts to preserve thelr
soverelgnty over provinces occupled by
forelgn powers and to maintaln the In-
tegrity of the Celestial emplire. What
grounds might still be left them for
hope could not well be kept In the dark
beyond the close of the second stage of
the world crulse, the departure of the
fleet from the waters of the far east.

Our National Bong.

Just when we were reading what
Professor Bloane of Columbia had to
eay about our need of a natlonal an-
them and our lack of one a Tokyo dis-
patch told of 10,000 Japanese children
“singlog the American anthem." Bam-
uel Francls Bmith, whose centennial
was celebrated on Oct. 21, has long
been recognized as the author of Amer-
ica’s national hymn. His “America”
is seventy-six years old, and the ‘'Star
Bpangled Banner" of Francls Scott
Key antedated that by about twenty
years,

Both the song of Key and the hymn
of Smith are often referred to as the
“national anthem.” Professor Sloane
Intimates that 10,000 persons could not
be found in this country to sing Key's
words through, On the other hand,
the hymn has been popularized by fre-
quent repetition in church. If the one
the people sing most is the national
anthem then “America’s" position is
nssured.

Testing Eleotrical Motors.

Electrical power for raflroad pur-
poses is still In its Infancy, judging
from recent experiments by the Long
Island rallroad. This road is promoting
elaborate tests of motors, devices for
transmitting currents and every vari-
ety of machinery Invented to make
electricity do work in place of steam.

The Long Island company has a dlf-
ficult transit tunnel problem to solve.
It is wisdom to make the experiments
privately and not at the expense of the
publle. Bo far the attempt to move
heavy tralns by electriclty for & long
distance has not been successful. An
electric monorall system is also to be
Installed near New York shortly for
experiments. We may be on the eve
of new developments in motoring by
rafl.
